THE STORY BEHIND 
"TRUE HAUNTING’ 


... and the First-Ever Televised Exorcism

n December 26, 1973, moviegoers were in- 
troduced to William Friedkin's adaptation of 
William Peter Blatty's 1971 novel The Exorcist. 
It became one of the highest-grossing R-rated movies 
of all time, with audiences standing in long lines in the 
December cold outside movie theaters waiting for their 


chance to be terrified by the film. It 
wasn't the first time that viewers had 
been riveted by seeing an exorcism on 
screen, though. 

Two years before, NBC had 
televised a short, six-minute clip docu- 
menting the supposed haunting of a 
Chicago family, Edwin and Marsha 
Becker. As part of the segment, the 
reporters filmed an exorcism that was 
attempted in the home and broadcast 
it, making it the first-ever example of a 
televised exorcism, a thing that, at that 
time, most people had probably never 
even heard of. Indeed, at the begin- 
ning of the clip, a host can be heard 
saying of the supernatural that *most 
people treat the subject hghtly." 

The segment that follows is a 
relatively brief but straight-faced affair, 
with none of the skepticism or light 
joking that one might expect from a 
news broadcast about a “haunted” 
house. Perhaps this 1s because, for the 


Beckers, the subject of the supernatural was not some- 
thing they treated lightly, at least not after moving into the 


house they had recently purchased.

By now, such things are familiar 


to anyone who has had any exposure at all to stories of 
hauntings — whether ostensibly true or otherwise. Phone 
receivers would fly off the cradles. Keys would become 
bent. Doors would open and close. Once, they said they 


were *awakened by the sound of a 
woman crying." 

“T hated to think of what it was,” 
Edwm Becker says in the 1971 inter- 
view, a soundbite tailor made for a 
future movie release like the one that 
this story is now getting in the form 
of the movie True Haunting, starring 
Erin Moriarty and Jamie Campbell 
Bower and directed by Gary Fleder. 
The film is a dramatization of the 
couple’s experiences in their Chicago 
home, including the events of the 
exorcism televised by NBC and its 
aftermath. 

The exorcism itself was per- 
formed by Joseph DeLouise and 
Reverend William Derl-Davis of the 
“Independent Spiritualist Church in 
Chicago,” according to Simpson’s 
reporting. By the Beckers’ own 
account, they had approached the 
Catholic Church in the hopes of rid- 
ding themselves of the haunting, but 


of how new the concept still was to 


the public imagination, the NBC segment defines the 


term “exorcism” for 
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its audience. “That is a ceremony 


designed to rid something of evil spirits,” Simpson says in 


the clip. The family and the news crew were 
all asked to wear crucifixes “tor protection" 
during the exorcism. 

“Reverend DeLouise 18 a medium," Simp- 
son says matter-of-factly, before explaining a 
trance state to the audience. “He described it as 
a total relaxation of his mind and body, which 
he says allows him to communicate with spir- 
its." After he entered his trance state, Simpson 
describes feeling a strong gust of wind from one 
of the open windows that “blew the curtains 
and rattled the Venetian blinds." 

The spirits then begin to speak through 
DeLouise, with Simpson explaining that, “He 
claims the spirit used his vocal cords." Un- 
fortunately, the audio quality of the recording 
makes it difficult to make out just what exactly 
DeLouise (or the spirit) might be saying in the 
scratchy and distorted version of the televised 
segment that remains, but we're assured that 
the spirit is that of an old woman, concerned 
about a number or combination. “It’s impor- 
tant to me," DeLouise says — or the spirit says 
through him. 

The exorcism itself includes showing the spirit that it 
has no reflection in a mirror, as well as offering it com- 
munion. Then they spread “blessed salt” throughout the 
house, including on the roof and in the garage, which 
would “seal the house symbohcally, keeping the spirit 
from returning." The news broadcast ends with the sug- 
gestion that the exorcism was successful. *It has been sev- 
eral days," Simpson says, “and the house has been quiet." 

However, that was far from the end for the Beck- 
ers, according to True Haunting, a 2011 book written by 
Edwin Becker himself. According to the book's synopsis, 
the house *brought chaos to the lives of those who chose 
to reside there." Rather than the single ghost suggested 
by the NBC segment, the book claims that there were 
“multiple spirits inhabiting the building and disrupting the 
lives of the living.” What’s more, it says that the exorcism 
was ultimately a failure. 

“Understand why ghosts cannot be exorcised,” the 
book’s marketing copy exhorts, “and a true example of 
their strong sense of domain, even after death.” 

“There 1s no happy ending,” the book’s descrip- 
tion warns, “as the young couple suffers emotionally, are 
physically threatened, have their pets terrorized,” and 
ultimately end up virtually giving the home away by selling 
it for just $10. None of that made it into the original news 
broadcast, however. In fact, there are many discrepancies 
and inaccuracies surrounding the story of the Beckers. 


The first-ever televised exorcism took place inside Edwin and Marsha 
Becker’s home in Chicago. The family had been experiencing extreme 
paranormal phenomena, including phone receivers flying off their cradles, 
keys bending on their own, and doors opening and closing for no reason. 


If you look online, you'll find accounts suggesting that 
they sublet part of the building to a young mother, whose 
infant was threatened by the spirits, while the original 
news broadcast identifies the couple themselves as the 
parents of the newborn in question. 

The news broadcast also says that the claims made by 
DeLouise and Derl-Davis are “plausible” to the Beck- 
ers, since they “found out an old woman had died in the 
house before they bought it.” However, other accounts 
claim that the Beckers had to evict the “crazy woman” 
who lived in the home’s downstairs apartment before they 
moved in, and Becker’s own book suggests that the mul- 
tiple spirits of a single family dominated the building. 

Whatever the case may be, True Haunting became 
a bestseller after its publication, according to its own 
marketing materials, and has been optioned as a film by 
Screen Gems, with a release date expected іп early 2023. 
It isn’t the first time the story has made it to the screen, 
either, notwithstanding that NBC segment from 1971. 
The Beckers’ experiences also informed the 2012 season 
finale of the SyFy show Paranormal Witness in an epi- 
sode titled “The Tenants." 

While you wait for the movie, however, Becker's 
book of the same name encourages you to keep your eyes 
open for possible supernatural phenomena. 

“There are certain subtle occurrences you may find 
the most frightening, because you just might relate and 
recognize them,” it says. “If so, guess what? You may have 
a ghost!" €

DR. KELLY RENEE SCHUTZ 


Telepathic Empath & Paranormal Enthusiast

r. Kelly Renee Schutz is no stranger to sensing 
unseen energy. She has experienced unexplained 
paranormal-extraterrestrial phenomena since the 
age of four. As a sensitive, intuitive, telepathic empath, 
and paranormal enthusiast, Kelly holds five advanced 
degrees and is the author of 11 paranormal books about 
her personal paranormal encounters. 
As an “experiencer” and “citizen 
researcher,” she is enthusiastic about 
exploring all facets of unexplained 
paranormal phenomena, including 
phenomena that demonstrates its abil- 
ity to shapeshift or appear intelligent. 
Kelly is the host-producer of the 
ТУ talk show Disembodied Voices, 
as seen on the РАКАР хх video on 
demand streaming network. She also 
hosts and produces the Paranormal En- 
counters Podcast series on the Para-X 
Radio Network and other platforms. 
Kelly recently talked with Para- 
normal Underground about her 
personal paranormal experiences, her 
psychic abilities, and why it’s ппрог- 
tant to approach paranormal investiga- 
tion with respect.

Q: You began having psychic vi- 
sions (premonitions) of traumat- 
ic events at the age of 4. What 

was your first of these traumatic 
visions, and do you still experience them today? 


Kelly: I suspect I had visions prior to age 4 but was too 
young to process my dream experiences. Talking about 
ghosts was not a topic we discussed in my family. I believe 
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the first traumatic vision I dreamt about involved an 
airplane crash — only to view what I saw in my dream on a 
black and white box television set the next day. 

Once my visions began happening more frequently, 
I felt personally responsible for causing these horrific 
incidents. Do I still have dream visions like this to this day? 
Yes and no. 

The context of what I dream 
about seems to be more general- 
ized. For example, if I dream about 
someone wearing an unusual outfit, at 
some point the next day, I will see this 
never-shown-before outfit shown on 
television. Not all dreams are negative, 
but those that have a strong message 
generally are more memorable. 


Q: When did you first realize you 
had psychic and mediumship 
abilities? And can you describe 
how you experience your abilities? 


Kelly: I began to realize I had 
something unusual about me when I 
was in my early 20s. When you are 
a younger person, you don't always 
have the mental abilities to recognize 
or analyze every odd coincidence. 
However, when my coincidences 
started happening more frequently, I 
needed to address them. 

This is when I went to see my 
first psychic reader. She had to explain to me what my 
abilities were and how they affected my life. This psychic 
also warned me about my unusually powerful mind that 
needed controlling. I was clueless about what she was talk- 
ing about until two tragic situations occurred. 


І experience my abilities by tingling, visual flashes, 
trances, buzzing amplified in my hearing, telepathy, 
feeling sick, jabs to my stomach, and smells. One might 
argue I am psychokinetic, which in turn has brought about 
increased poltergeist and object movement in my daily 
living. However, I do not believe I am totally responsible 
for all poltergeist activity. 


Q: Do you feel you inherited your psychic abilities? 


Kelly: Yes and no. I think that experiencing trauma 
throughout my life contributed to my heightened sensitivi- 
ties. Some research indicates traumatic events can rewire 
the pineal gland or tissues within the brain. Researchers 
are on the fence about how this rewiring works. I have 
noticed that trauma, health issues, and unexpected life 
events have enhanced my abilities. 

However, I just found out from a cousin that her 
mother and my grandmother use to engage in chit chats 
about the maternal family line having sensitivities. Where 
their abilities came from, no one knows. 

Do I believe I inherited genetics passed down from 
my maternal side? Yes. I also believe I inherited genes 
from my paternal side. My father was an overly sensitive 
man that had many traumatic experiences growing up. His 
great grandfather came over from Norway on a boat with 
his young family, and many on the boat perished before 
reaching the states. Although research may not be clear 
about how trauma experienced six to seven generations 
ago travel up the family line, it is suggestive that trauma 
plays a role in sensitive people.

Q: Did you ever struggle with accepting your 
psychic or empathic abilities? And what support 
system did you turn to after you realized you had 
these abilities? 


Kelly: Yes, I primarily struggled in my younger 20s. 
Today, I am more accepting because I have come to 
understand my abilities better. I struggle the most feeling 
the moods and emotional pain of others (humans and 
animals). My psychic abilities come and go. 

My support system while in my 20s was a psychic who 
encouraged me to find a Reiki master to rebalance my 
unsettled energies. I never sought assistance until my mid- 
50s. Even to this day, I have difficulty watching a Western

movie on ТУ because I can feel the bullet lodge into the 
other person's body (even if what was shot was a blank). 
My unsettled energy remains a work in progress. 


Q: What's most important for our readers to know 
about psychic and empathic abilities? 


Kelly: Both abilities are not fully understood but can 
overlap. Psychics translate the insight they receive from 
the person into meaning. Some psychics see images ог 
scenes to help them interpret messages for their clients. 
Whereas empaths sense moods and feel emotions deeply. 
It is difficult for me to be around emotional people. 
Iam like a sponge that begins to soak up their energy, 
and this can be very draining. Advanced empaths can be 
psychic. These individuals use their empathy abilities to 
connect with the client with deeper understanding while 
utilizing their psychic abilities to help the person solve 
their problems. It is important to note that not all psychics 
have abilities to connect “the same" with an individual.

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Q: You've also experienced extraterrestrial phenom- 
ena. What can you tell us about your experiences? 


Kelly: I have tendencies of overanalyzing my unex- 
plained situations. Some days my situations appear to be 
spiritual, others paranormal, and lately extraterrestrial. 
Here are a few examples of what I believe have confused 
me into thinking the situation was extraterrestrial and 
nothing else: 

Situation 1: I recall an experience happening at 
Groveland Hotel, located high up on a mountain, near 
Yosemite National Park in California, that was mountain- 
lined with metals and silver deposits that help to charge 
(manifest) unexplained situations that were very strong 
during clear, full moon, moonlit nights. 

It was about 2:30 a.m. when I awoke to me bounc- 
ing on the bed. I was awakened by the feeling of a foot 
underneath my back shoving me upward. My husband 
remained asleep during the incident. This is typical of him 
when I am having paranormal experiences. I was aware 
in booking that room that an angry miner (apparition) 
resided ш there and liked to hide under the bed. 

Most common haunts were to turn the water faucet 
on and steal socks and 'TV remotes (later found under the 
bed). It just so happens that this angry miner did not like 
snoring guests. I snored like a freight train. I bounced a 
few times before coming to a stop. After further reevalu- 
ation of the incident, if this were extraterrestrial levita- 
tion, it is possible I may have experienced an abduction, 
levitated, and dropped back onto the bed. I do know the 
next day I had no energy and felt dead tired. 

Situation 2: I usually go to Las Vegas (alone) to write 
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book chapters. One particular time 

I stayed at a luxury hotel on the 60th 
floor. Just before bed, I went to the 
window looking for UFOs. When 

in bed, within minutes, I noticed all 
electrical equipment began acting up 
and blinking. Two taps were heard 
on the wall behind my head (from the 
bathroom). I woke up the next morn- 
ing feeling unusually cleansed. 

Two months later I discovered I 
had cancer. A psychic versed in UFO 
activity told me I had an alien visitor 
in my room checking and cleaning 
my blood. Doctor told me finding this 
cancer was not typical and told me it 
was a miracle. I believe this situation 
was to help me. 

Situation 3: In my mid-20s, I 
woke up one morning in bed wearing 
a long dress that was inside out and 
zipped up backwards. I passed this off as a sleep-walking 
event due to a cold room. However, there have been 
reports of extraterrestrials not knowing how to redress 
people once abducted. 

Situation 4: At my home I woke up to find my clothes 
were off and lying on a chair near the end of my bed. My 
husband’s pillowcase was found puddled between us. 
There is no way his pillowcase could be removed from 
behind his head. I did feel the same “cleansed” feeling as 
in the Las Vegas example. 

Situation 5: I woke up one morning and found a 
bloodred handprint on my body that took three hours 
to disappear. It was not my handprint. It had elongated 
fingers, one of which was crooked. 

I do recall that before lying down in bed that night I 
had smelled a horrid smell of Victorian rose water that 
came over me. This caused me to pull the covers over my 
nose. I asked four different psychics what they thought 
about this handprint: (1) alien, (2) succubus, (3) lost 
woman touching me, and (4) my own hand as result of my 
being psychokinetic. 

Situation 6: I had a dream one night about a “mantis 
being” trying to disguise itself as my husband’s cousin’s 
daughter. When she turned around in my dream, she was 
wearing a black COVID mask trying to hide her face. Her 
facial features and eyes were of a mantis being. I woke up 
with my heart pounding and my body was in a sweat. 


Q: You have been immersed in various phenom- 
ena for nearly 60 years, but haven’t shared your 


experiences and abilities until recently. 
Why do you feel now is the time to come 
forward with your experiences? 


Kelly: Timing. For years, I have simply been 
protective over my livelihood and image. Some 
of the best stories and evidence collected may 
never be seen or heard due to the desire for 
privacy. There are many people who have been 
through some traumatic situations. Reliving these 
encounters by sharing over and over can be 
stressful and painful. 

For years, I had to evaluate my risks of shar- 
ing and being ridiculed. Although it may appear 
the mainstream is becoming more accepting of 
various phenomena today, truth be told, there 18 
still a lot of ridicule out there. Since I have en- 
tered retirement, I don't care what people think 
of me as I have nothing to prove. 


Q: Do you conduct paranormal investiga- 
tions? If so, which investigation stands out 
as being the most intense? 


Kelly: Yes, but only as a citizen researcher. 
Which means me, myself, and I with the as- 
sistance of my husband. There are days when I 
would like to be part of a team. However, I have 
also found that too many hands in the investiga- 
tion can leave you with nothing. Most would be 
surprised to learn I don't need a lot of equipment 
to detect or have experiences. However, on oc- 
casion, I do use K-II Meters and a program that speaks 
words to validate I am in the presence of something. 

I have had over 100+ paranormal and three to four 
perceived extraterrestrial encounters in various situa- 
tions. I have been kicked up into the air, choked, put into 
trances, and possessed. Tve also experienced a trickster 
luring, energy depletions, object movement, attachments 

.. the hst goes on and on. The experiences I have are 
never the same. 

My most frightful experience was in Europe at the 
Prince Rupert Hotel. It was this experience that created 
a life-changing event for me, swearing off ghosts for three 
years. The room I stayed in at the hotel was the second 
most haunted. You needed to knock on the door to ask 
for permission to be allowed into the room. The room 
atmosphere felt dreadful and sick. I sensed a ghost upon 
entering and offered it our chocolates and champagne. 
There were handprints on my pillow, lights burnt out, and 
orb captures. 

One particular incident happened just before bed. My 
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husband took out his holy water and as he threw it over 
the bed, the floor-length mirror that was across from me 
began cycling round and round. My husband froze and 
went into a momentary trance. I turned white and had a 
severe panic attack (frozen in place). When he came out 
of his trance, he had a personality change. I pointed to the 
mirror that was now In a belly-flat position. I tried to com- 
pose myself to lie in bed after this moment. However, as 
Ilaid in bed terrified for the next five hours, I just simply 
begged for whatever it was to not hurt me. 

I put a black mask over my eyes because I didn't 
want to see this apparition. I was told at check-m that we 
couldn't sleep downstairs and no other rooms would be 
available if there was an experience in our room we could 
not handle. Most importantly, I wouldn't have been able 
to find my way back to the lobby as the place was a maze. 

As this apparition hovered over me for hours, I could 
feel its icy cold sensation. Its cold air helped me to cool 
my body down (very hot due to panic attack). I also felt 
whatever it was sit on my legs as if it were preparing to lie 
down on top of me. Maybe this was its sleeping spot. Recall

the handprints on the pillow upon arrival? Perhaps 1t was 
already telling me that this would be its side of the bed. 

In the morning, the wardrobe door was open. And, 
upon checkout, the manager brought me back up to the 
room to ask about the mirror. She indicated every time 
her staff bent over when vacuuming, the mirror bottom 
would lift upwards and smack her worker in the butt. Ap- 
parently, the ghost was rather flirty. 

Once we left that hotel, I continued to have experi- 
ences at the remaining bed and breakfasts before return- 
ing to the states. When we arrived back, I swore off ghost 
searching for three years. 


Q: Some people say spirits can't hurt you, while 
others have experiences that prove otherwise. 
You've had your own violent encounters with 
unseen forces. What happened? And how did you 
deal with the aftereffects? 


Kelly: Out of the many encounters I have experienced, 

I would say that I have had a handful of violent situations. 
Perhaps the most violent experience, other than being 
kicked up into the air, scared to death by a cycling mirror, 
or coming face to face with a black-eyed teen-adult, was 
my being choked in bed while sleeping (three times) with 
something screaming into my ear that sounded like a hag. 
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Yes, spirits can hurt you. It doesn't 
matter if you are the nicest person on 
this earth. If you are an easy target in 
their world, as they say, *You are up." 
Never provoke a ghost. Some ghosts 
desire energy. Most cases we hear about 
are when ghosts scare a person into fear. 
However, my energy level 1s high, and 
this also seems to attract "energy snatch- 


Here's one example ... I was framing 
artwork while sitting on my bed. I sensed 
something was near me. I went to get 
my speaking device to start a word EVP 
session. The program relayed intelligent 
words. It was within minutes that what- 
ever was there with me was commenting 
on my artwork. I thought, “wow,” an 
intelligent, friendly ghost ... until this 
“friendly” ghost started acting up. Within 
a day, I noticed my husband speaking in 
a voice not his own. He was also expe- 
riencing unusually high anxiety. Not-so- 
friendly apparitions will target weakened, 
unguarded souls. 

It was obvious to me that my hus- 
band was possessed by something. The 
sound of a Christmas ornament falling and breaking onto 
the living room floor occurred next, only to discover noth- 
ing had fallen or broken. Then, it was when I was peace- 
fully sleeping one night when I awoke to a sensation of 
hands around my neck, squeezing. Gasping for air, unlike 
a sleep paralysis situation, I was able to move. 

I initially passed this experience off as an odd sleeping 
position. However, when this situation occurred again for 
two more nights, I knew this wasn’t a “sleeping position” 
incident. I made the decision we needed to put the house 
up for sale. 

At the point of packing, this friendly [mean] ghost or 
whatever it was decided to retaliate against me. Friendly 
ghosts can attract territorial mean ones. Ghosts can also 
retaliate, especially in situations where their target 1s leav- 
ing the environment. 

When I was packing the car, I placed an antique 
glass light fixture globe on the kitchen island, making 
sure it was secure. No sooner had I turned my back 
to bring a load out to the car when I heard a “crash.” 
When I turned and looked back, it was the glass antique 
light fixture globe on the floor in pieces. Some might 
argue it was my psychokinetic ability that caused this 
situation. I disagree. 


I picked up the broken globe pieces, threw them into 
the trash, told whatever it was that this act was uncalled 
for, and gave clear instructions to not follow me to our 
next residence. 

Did this apparition follow me? I'm not sure. After 
moving into our next home, I soon discovered the area was 
haunted. In fact, the abandoned farm 
property across from us had apparently 
remained haunted for years, with rent- 
ers constantly leaving. The backstory 
is that back in the Civil War days, the 
father went crazy and axed his wife and 
children to death. Yes, my experiences 
continued where they left off. Except 
this time, I was dealing with trickster 
teens, an older man, and whatever else 
decided it wanted to stop by for coffee. 

How did I deal with these situa- 
tions? Various ways. For my husband 
(possession), I spoke to him normally 
but monitored him closely. For the 
other situations, I tried to ignore the 
happenings. However, there were times 
when I had to address situations with a 
firm tone setting a strong boundary. 


Q: You've interviewed many peo- 
ple on your Paranormal Encoun- 
ters podcast. Which interviews 
stand out and why? 


Kelly: I have interviewed many great 
guests on my shows — experiencers, 
TV personalities, researchers, investigators, professionals, 
authors, medical doctors, treasure hunters, famous missing 
persons, psychics, filmmakers, hypnotherapists, syndicated 
radio hosts, healers, demonologists, extraterrestrial contact- 
ees and hybrids, witches, paranormal entertainers, and more. 
Which interview(s) stand out? This is a difficult ques- 
tion to answer. I feel like Moses in the movie The Ten 
Commandments where he was asked to choose a bride 
out of the many sisters. Since all my guests are unique 
with their own perspectives, theories, and happenings ... 
they all stand out equally. No two stories are alike or the 
same. So, like Moses said, *I cannot choose." 


Q: Tell us about your work as the host and pro- 
ducer of the TV talk show Disembodied Voices. 


Kelly: I began Disembodied Voices, as seen on PARA- 
Flixx (video on demand), to present another platform to 
engage watchers/listeners. My goal is to get the message

out that one needs to be careful when exploring some- 
thing unexplained. 

This platform creates a safe place for those interested 
in unexplained phenomena to feel a sense of connection, 
as well as share m а community experience. Although I 
feel the mainstream is becoming more open about unex- 
plained phenomena, there remains a 
large body of skeptics who choose to 
believe otherwise. 


Q: You’ve written almost a dozen 
paranormal books. What inspired 
you to become an author? And 
what can you tell us about your 
latest book, Haunted Life: Unable 
to Hide? 


Kelly: I began journaling about my 
paranormal experiences as a form of 
therapy. I turned my journal writings 
into a book. I published my book on 
Amazon, which in turn became noticed 
by radio broadcasters who interviewed 
me on their paranormal shows. One 
book has evolved into 11, where the 
stories have provided a foundation for 
my podcast shows. 

What set me in motion to write 
about my paranormal experiences 
inadvertently began when I was age 14 
as I walked around my father's child- 
hood farm property wishing to see a 
ghost. My wish came true in May 2007 
after a straight-lined wind hit the property. While I was 
photographing the property and house, I inadvertently 
photographed two apparitions looking right at me from a 
screened window (believed to be my relatives). 

After printing my film and questioning what looked 
like a “Бай” in the window, I purchased a laptop, digitized 
the photo, and made the startling discovery of two appari- 
tions when I enlarged the photo. I believe these appari- 
tions were my great aunt and great grandfather. 

I returned to the property and stood on the lawn star- 
ing at the window. I asked for a message. Telepathically, 
I heard a calm voice in my ear to check the family geneal- 
ogy, as the name of the little girl was wrong. Sure enough, 
it was wrong and now corrected. 

My latest book, Haunted Life: Unable to Hide, is 
written in a similar format as the others. Story, definitions, 
analysis, some research, and final thoughts. It shares my 
perceived paranormal and extraterrestrial encounters. All 


books are illustrated with sketches and pictures. 
--> 
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Kelly has spoken at paranormal conferences about 
her experiences and research. 


Q: How have you evolved with your work since 
publishing your first book? 


Kelly: A few more doors have opened for me since pub- 
lishing book one. I have a successful podcast and a rising 
TV talk show. I participate as a speaker-vendor at confer- 
ences, publish articles in popular paranormal magazines, 
have become a TV personality interviewer, showcase ex- 
periencers as guests on my shows, and appear on podcast 
and radio shows. 

As to my creative contributions, I am the co-creator 
and voice actor with my husband of a 22-segment comedic 
audiobook (paranormal) called, Maynard and Mildred. I 
have created two haunted-themed cookbooks — Ghoulishly 
Yummy and Hauntingly Good Eats. I am currently writing 
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a whodunit murder mysteries book series called Some- 
thing Smells, with a chapter about a disappearance mystery 
involving speakers at a paranormal conference. 


Q: What would our readers be surprised to find 
out about you? 


Kelly: I come across as a serious person but have a co- 
medic side to me. I am a late bloomer at everything I do 
and achieve. 

A couple of years ago, I was under serious consider- 
ation by the ABC producers in Hollywood to be on their 
game show The Hustler. But the show was cancelled. I 
am an artist in a tourist shop and leader of five fine art 
groups with hundreds of members. I compete on state fair 
midways for stuffed animals to give to hospitals. 

They say every time a door closes, another one 
opens. I have been enjoying my best life as a paranormal 
enthusiast. I don't have to prove myself to anyone any- 
more. I love figuring out unexplained phenomena. I love 
networking and meeting new people in this field. 


Q: You have many advanced degrees. How do you 
apply these degrees to your work in the paranor- 
mal field? 


Kelly: I love to learn and engage in topics I find intrigu- 
ing. I also have a knack to continue educating others. 

I have been able to make use of my degrees in various 
ways. My advanced degrees are in adult education, com- 
munications, management, human ecology, and law (litiga- 
tion paralegal with some undercover duties). 

I apply various elements from each degree to the 
paranormal field by educating others, investigating, 
writing, interviewing, speaking, and observing situations 
presumed to have atypical unseen behavior. 


Q: Where do you see yourself in the paranormal 
field in the next five years? 


Kelly: In the next five years, I hope to be doing more of 
the same as now. I see myself observing phenomena and 
comparing past perspectives. I see my work aiding in the 
development of new ideas and theories.

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ARE NEAR-DEATH 
EXPERIENCES REAL?

6 6 ave you stood at the gates of doom Or 
looked through the gates of death? Have 
you been to the edge of the Universe?" 

In the Old Testament, The Voice from the Whirl- 
wind poses these questions to Job. The implied answer 
1s no, for these seem to be divine prerogatives. For hu- 
mans, Heaven is a gated community, and we typically 
can't even peer through. This is one reason (among 
many) near-death experiences inspire awe: They seem 
to give us a "God's eye" view of what really lies beyond. 
They take us to the edge of the Universe. 

While it’s not exactly a scientific term, most of us 
have an agreed understanding of what “Near-Death 
Experience? (NDE) means. Obviously, an NDE takes 
place in a *near-death context" — a situation in which 
one's hfe is in jeopardy. Most who have studied or 
discussed them agree that to count as an NDE, the 
experience must occur while the individual 1s not wake- 
fully conscious and have a significant number of these 
aspects: 

* An *out of body" experience in which one seems 
to be floating above one's physical form and can see it 
and its surroundings; 

* A life review; and 

* Guidance by deceased loved ones or revered 
religious figures toward a “guarded” realm (a light in the 
darkness, a gated or fenced domain, the other side of a 
river). 

Many people who have had an NDE report being 
profoundly transformed — less anxious about death, 
more spiritual, and more “prosocial” (including more 
concerned with morality). 

These sorts of experiences have been reported 
throughout history and across cultures. Plato described 
one in the Republic — “The Myth of Er.” They are 
partly dependent upon the particulars of an individual’s 
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life situation, religion, and culture, but there are com- 


mon elements as well. For instance, the religious figures 
may be different — a Christian would see Christian 
figures, a Buddhist would see Buddhist figures, Hindu 
gods and goddesses would appear in a Hindu's NDE, 
and so forth. 

Yet, at a deeper level, there 1s guidance by re- 


spected figures, a voyage led by trusted mentors from 
the known to the unknown. This time it is perhaps the 
most daunting journey, from life to death. Loving guid- 
ance on our last journey, or the last leg of our Journey, 
18 deeply resonant. 

In popular literature, NDEs are almost always inter- 
preted “supernaturalistically.” They are interpreted as 
showing (or “proving”) that the mind is not the same as 
the brain and can continue after 
the brain stops functioning, and 
also that the mind has contact of 
some sort with a ^heavenly" or 
nonphysical realm. 

The titles of popular books 
about NDEs proclaim that “Heaven is for real” or 
that we have a “proof of Heaven.” Medical doctors 
and neuroscientists writing about these issues claim 
that NDEs offer “evidence for the afterlife” and 
“consciousness beyond life.” They think of them as 
round-trip tickets to the Good Place — the trip of an 
afterlifetime. 

The proponents of a supernaturalistic interpreta- 
tion of NDEs insist that they are “real.” The neurosur- 
geon Eben Alexander’s Proof of Heaven even includes

a chapter titled “The Ultra-Real.” I do not deny that 
people — many people — really have NDEs, with their 
reported contents. They really have these experiences, 


just like people really dream. So NDEs are real in the 


sense of “authentic” — they really occur. No one should 
deny this; to do so is to disrespect a vast majority of 
those who sincerely report them. 

There is, however, another sense of “real”: ac- 
curate. Are NDEs, interpreted 
literally, accurate depictions of an 
external reality? This 1s an impor- 
tantly different question. It is cru- 
cial not to slide from “real” in the 
first sense to “real” in the second, 
but this is precisely what many of the supernaturalists 
do. NDEs really occur. But we cannot infer from this 
that they accurately depict guidance by deceased loved 
ones to a nonphysical realm. 

The big question is: Do NDEs provide a proof of 
Heaven? Or Hell? I don’t think so. None of the argu- 
ments are persuasive. There are clear, vivid dreams and 
hallucinations. There are deeply profound and trans- 
formative experiences caused by the ingestion of psy- 


chedelic substances. All of these experiences present 
— > 
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their contents as *ultra-real." 'This 1s a known feature 


of any spiritual experience, and NDEs are a kind of 
spiritual experience. 

People throughout the world have sincere and 
absolutely certain belief in their religions, but it does 
not follow from this sincerity and certainty that the 
religious beliefs are true, literally interpreted. How 
could they all be, given their radical differences? So 
too with NDEs. 

The arguments for supernaturalistic interpretations 
of NDEs are glarmgly problematic. Many of the most 
visible proponents of the idea that NDEs prove the 
existence of an afterlife are doctors. They include Eben 
Alexander, a neurosurgeon; the cardiologist Pim van 
Lommel]; and the oncologist Jeffrey Long. It is impor- 
tant to emphasize that their conclusions are not medical 
but philosophical. 

The ideas that the mind can separate from the 
body and have contact with a heavenly realm are 
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clearly not medical conclusions, and 
physicians have no special authority 

here. After all, they are physicians, not 
metaphysicians. I trust my physician to 
interpret my blood work but not to let me 
know that my soul left my body when I 
was under general anesthesia. It is striking 
that some doctors employ such homeo- 
pathic doses of logic. They are trapped in 
a kind of tunnel vision. 

It would be desirable to have a more 
plausible interpretation of NDEs, which 
they are real in both senses: They really 
occur, and they are accurate. I propose 
that we interpret NDEs as fundamentally 
and primarily about our journeys from life 
to death — dying. 

Most NDEs depict a journey toward 
an imagined guarded realm but not a suc- 
cessful passage to it. Just as in the literature 
on living forever, such as the ancient Epic 
of Gilgamesh or myth of Tantalus or the 
quixotic search for the Fountain of Youth, 
we come ever so close, but in the end we 
don't quite make it. In NDEs, we get right 
to the gates, but we don’t go through; we 
get right to the edge of the Universe, but 
we stop there. 

NDEs show not that there is an 
afterlife, but that it is possible to die well, 
surrounded by loving companionship. 

We can die in sterile, cold hospitals — alone. (There 
are negative NDEs.) Or we can die in a more humane 
setting, surrounded by loved ones. NDEs are thus real 
in both senses: They really occur, and they accurately 
portray these possibilities. 

They are important because they remind us of the 
possibility of dying well. We don’t have to accept either 
extreme: that NDEs do not really occur or that they 
prove that Heaven exists. They point us to something 
profound and beautiful about dying. They give us real 
hope, not false hope, in facing the next part of our jour- 
ney, whatever that will bring.

Professor John Martin Fischer, PH.D.

life's biological process? Or must we seek the answers 
in a more spiritual realm? The question of whether life 
continues after death has been at the forefront of much re- 
search, but a conclusive answer still eludes us. 
In order to gain deeper insight into these 
questions, I spoke with John Martin Fischer, 
Ph.D., professor of philosophy at the University 
of California, Riverside, whose main research 
interests lie in free will, moral responsibility, and 
both metaphysical and ethical issues pertaining 
to life and death.

О: How do you research NDEs? 


Prof. Fischer: As project leader of the Im- 
mortality Project, a $5.1 million grant from the 
John Templeton Foundation, I supervised a large 
number of research projects, including four on 
NDE research. One project (in Europe) employed 
Immersive Virtual Reality (IVR) to simulate NDEs and then 
did follow-ups with the (human) participants. 

One project was the famous AWARE study led by Sam 
Parnia, M.D., at New York University. In this study, computer 
monitors are placed in locations in intensive care wards that 
are not visible to the patient, and they randomly flash num- 
bers. When the patients regain wakeful consciousness, they 
are asked whether they saw the numbers in question. If so, this 
would be at least prima facie evidence for genuine Out-of- 
Body Experiences (OBEs). 


О: Which research method(s) do you use for finding a 
plausible answers to what NDEs are? 


Prof. Fischer: I read the empirical scientific analysis and the 
more popular reports of NDEs. My primary methodology how- 
ever is philosophical. The data itself need to be interpreted, and 
the claims made about the data (the reports of NDErs) involve 
philosophical questions (the relationship between the mind and 
body, and so forth). 


Q: Why do NDEs vary from person to person if there is, 
according to the Bible, only one Heaven and Hell? 


Prof. Fischer: Good question. The experiences are typically 
“spiritual” and even “religious” but specific to the doctrines and 
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practices of a particular religion (or sect within a religion). But I 
certainly do not know why the particular details of NDE reports 
differ so much; it goes against the 1dea that the NDEr is in con- 
tact with a heavenly realm. Why so many heavenly realms? 


Q: Do you think that the "Akashic records" 
can be considered as the hereafter? 


Prof. Fischer: The Akashic Records are thought 
by some believers in esoteric doctrines to repre- 
sent everything in the past, present, and future. 
They would thus be a representation of the after- 
life but not the afterlife itself. And these esoteric 
doctrines (promulgated by Theosophy, among 
other belief systems), are not scientifically well- 
founded or philosophically plausible at all. 


Q: Is it still possible for people to 
be guided by a spiritual energy and, 


John Martin Fischer, Ph.D. regardless of the topic, to communicate 
with their spiritual guides after experi- 
encing an NDE? 


Prof. Fischer: Having spiritual experiences and being guided 
by them does not require having an NDE and can certainly be 
present after an NDE, if one has an NDE. Typically, people do 
indeed become more spiritually oriented after an NDE. You can 
have a spiritual guide, but perhaps not the one that "presents 
themselves" or is "represented" in the NDE. 


Q: Is it possible that an NDE can be explained by 
the brain experiencing a stressed moment that is 
triggering the claustrum to release a high amount 
of electricity. And this, in turn, activates the pineal 
gland in releasing chemicals, thus creating a holo- 
graphic image in the midbrain? 


Prof. Fischer: You are absolutely correct that many neurosci- 
entists seek to explain the phenomenology (the subjective ex- 
periential contents) of NDEs via neurological changes caused 
by stress. I do not, however, think that your specific suggestion 
18 the most plausible, and most scientists do not think we have 
a fully adequate explanation yet.

HAUNTED BLYTHE 


A PARANORMAL CALIFORNIA TOWN

en I was stationed at Fort Huachuca, Ari- 
zona, attending Military Intelligence School, 
a soldier buddy and I decided to hitchhike 


from Fort Huachuca to Phoenix, Arizona, during the holi- 
days. Our final destination would be my parent’s home in 
Sacramento, California, to retrieve my vehicle. 

During this adventure, what I remember most was 
the strange town of Blythe, California, where we stopped 
over during our trip. First off, the locals told us that UFOs 
are seen almost on a nightly basis in the area. Here is an 
example, a report that was sent over to MUFON: 

The sighting occurred on October 20, 2018, in Blythe 
and lasted about 30 seconds. The witness’s report is as fol- 
lows: “Driving from Blythe, CA to Boulder City, NV using 
Hwy. 95 about 20 miles north of Blythe. I saw an object 
as it passed over my vehicle, at about 2,000 feet above me. 
Speed was over 400/500 MPH object. The object started 
dropping closer to the ground as it moved away from me. 
Then it backed to the north around a small mountain. Did 
not see any wings when it banked to the left. It then went 
behind the ridge, and I never saw it again.” 


UFO Sighting in Blythe 

I can only wonder if the UFO activity has anything to 
do with the Blythe Geoglyphs and the Blythe Intaglios. 
In the open fields just outside of Blythe are many gigantic 
figures etched into the ground. 

The native indigenous American Indians say that they 
did not create these huge etchings in the ground. They be- 
lieve that red-haired giants created the etchings, and later 
Aztecs that migrated from Mexico may have set out to 
preserve the etchings. The etchings on the ground are so 
huge that they can only be truly appreciated from the sky. 

The intaglios are located east of the Big Maria Moun- 
tains, about 15 miles north of downtown Blythe, just west

of U.S. Highway 95 near the Colorado River. The Blythe 
Intaglios are the most well-known of the over 200 inta- 
glios in the Colorado Desert. They contain three human 
figures, two four-legged animals, and a spiral. 

If you are a believer of the Ancient Astronaut theory, 
which I am, I believe the sole purpose of these large etch- 
ings were for extraterrestrials. When extraterrestrials left, 
the indigenous people made the etchings to entice the 
extraterrestrials for their return. 


The red-haired giants may have been hybrids, half 
human and half extraterrestrial. The land in and around 
Blythe may be on a ley line, with portal qualities that at- 


tract UFO activity to this very day. 


Ghostly Activity in Blythe 

Besides geoglyphs and UFOs, 
there 1s also reported ghostly activity in 
Blythe. On Lost Lake Road, an Indian 
chief is sometimes seen walking on the 
side of the road. He is usually seen on 


the road in full garb, wearing a brown 
leather vest and with long gray/black 
hair. 

Jacob Madison, from Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, encountered the Indian chief of 
Lost Lake Road and saw that he had a 
long-pointed nose and a very wrinkled 
face. Jacob thought the chief was alive 
and called out to him. But the chief 
continued walking, looking straight 
ahead and then faded out in the glare 
of the sun. Jacob then realized that he 
had just seen a ghost. 

In July 1989, Morgan Taylor from

Merced, California, says that he was heading to Phoenix, 
Arizona, and had a stayover in Blythe. He stayed at a Best 
Western Hotel on W. Donlon Street, and in the morn- 


ing, he was looking out his window and heard the sounds 
of a motorcycle revving up.

When looking out his window, 
he saw two bikers. One biker had a 
“Monterey Loser" rocker on his leath- 
er Jacket, and the other biker had a

and then it looked hke they went into a 
bright light portal and vanished. 

Morgan couldn't believe his eyes. 
He thinks he either saw two biker 
ghosts or saw two living bikers vanish 
into a portal. 

One storekeeper told me that back 
in the 1930s, a "Thunderbird" was 
seen flying in the skies over the geo- 
glyphs. The storekeeper believes that 
there is a paranormal gateway іп Blythe 
that causes all of this high strangeness.

Diane shares her own experiences in 
this regard in this new book. 

The book opens with this dramat- 
ic declaration: “Here 1s my hypothesis: 
UFOs and UAPs are from a level of 
existence beyond ours. This in itself 
is the answer to many aspects of the 
UFO/UAP puzzle. 

“A new level of existence will 
become a necessity,” Diane contin- 
ues, “an evolutionary mandate, as 
our advanced science technology 
opens ‘places beyond belief,’ as Neil 
Armstrong exclaimed. For instance, 
the creation of wormholes and the 
warping of time and space will expose 
astronauts to exotic energies and levels 
of reality for which our brains are not 
built. The filters of our minds limit us.” 

Is it possible that our level of technological achieve- 
ment will exceed the limits to which we have evolved as a 


species? Are we in effect leaving ourselves behind? 

But there 18 something higher than us already at play 
here, according to Diane. 

“The Level Beyond,” she writes, “is a combination 
of time travelers, extraterrestrials, and possibly other- 
dimensional beings. What unites them is not their specific 
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origin, but their level of existence. Their craft may vary, 
but they all share the fact that they are from a level of 
existence beyond 20th and 21st century Earth.” 

Diane draws on the work of Soviet astronomer Niko- 
lai Kardashev, who in 1964 presented fellow scientists 
with what is now called the Kardashev Scale, a ranking 
of civilizations in the Universe that runs from Type One 
through Type Five. Earth at present is at the 0.7 Level of 
Civilization on the Kardashev Scale. Well-known physicist 
Dr. Michio Kaku estimates that Earth will attain to Level 
One ш perhaps 100 to 200 years. 

Normally, when a *higher level" 18 referred to, the 
assumption 18 that it involves metaphysical or spiritual 
beliefs. But such is not necessarily the case, according to 
Diane. “The Level Beyond,” she writes, “which I am hy- 
pothesizing as the source of most UFOs and UAPs, is not 
about any religious or spiritual belief, not about reaching 
Godhead, “The All That Is,’ or Nirvana. This is an ad- 
vanced level of existence based in science and technology; 
there are probably good, bad, and in between groups and 
individuals in terms of moral integrity to be found there, 
but that is just my opinion.” 

The forces that drove this higher evolution may have 
been the circumstances created by technological advances, 
advances that demanded a shift in both consciousness and 
physical form. Perhaps the same is happening to us. 

“We have been evolving toward this level for many 
years,” Diane writes, “because evolution is always at 
work. Some humans have interiorized this upgrade of 
civilization more than others. Human entanglement with 
computers and high tech is part of our reaching for a 
higher ‘altered’ level. Also, the enduring love of millions 
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of people for ‘Star Trek,’ ‘Star Wars,’ and other science 
fiction is a part of our evolution. This 18 also true for those 
who are involved with UFO truth who hope that UFO 
disclosure happens soon so that everyone on the planet 
will know for sure that we are not alone." 

Beings From Beyond explains that we are not the end 
of the Human Family. There will be new species of hu- 
mans, just as Neanderthals and other humans existed in the 
past. We are only in the middle of the human Journey, and 
we will keep changing — unless we destroy ourselves. 

Diane believes that we must keep reaching for the 
Level Beyond in order to survive as a species and to cope 
with future scientific advances, such as time travel and 
traversing interstellar space. 

“Perhaps it is simply time," she continues, “to leave 
the comfort of Earth and make an evolutionary step up- 
ward and outward, which involves strange new worlds and 
consciousness. It may be entirely natural." 

Diane's new book includes a chapter that examines 
the Kardashev Scale in more detail, as well as chapters de- 
voted to the phenomena of bizarre thought-forms called 
"tulpas," time travel, UFO occupants as visitors from our 
future, and much more. 

Will the evolution of humankind keep pace with our 
technological advances in these troubled times?

What E a Kougarou? 
Monster From Cajun Folklore 


he rougarou, also known as the loup-garou, 1s a 

creature from French-Canadian folklore. It is said 

to be a werewoll-like creature that terrorizes the 
residents of the Louisiana bayou. The word “Rougarou” 
is a blend of the French word *loup," meaning wolf, and 
“garou,” meaning werewolf. 

The rougarou is reportedly a creature that transforms 
from a human into a wolf or wolf-like creature. The trans- 
formation occurs during a full moon, and the creature is 
said to have the power to change shape at 
will. The rougarou is said to have either a 
human-like face and the body of a wolf or 
both a wolf-like head and body. The crea- 
ture is also said to have razor-sharp claws 
and teeth and is extremely fast and agile. 

The origins of the Rougarou can be 
traced back to the French settlers who 
arrived in Louisiana in the 18th century.

A SIGHTING IN SOMERSET

uring autumn 2004, my boyfriend at the time 

lived on the Quantock Hills in Somerset, Eng- 

land. I wouldn't call it a remote spot, but 1t was 
rural. It was located close to the “5 Ways" road junction 一 
as the name suggests, this is where five roads meet. 

On leaving my partner's rented abode within a beauti- 
ful equine holding/riding school, a dark shape caught my 
eye within the headlights of my car. I saw what I initially 
thought to be a black Labrador sniffing the grass verge on 
the side of the lane. Being 3 a.m. in the morning, I was a 
httle worried that someone's dog had got lose and was in 
danger of being hit by a car. 

To be honest, 1t was very unlikely that a car was going 
to be traveling on these small lanes at that time of the 
morning, but I couldn't ignore the fact that there I was, sit- 
ting in my vehicle about to embark on my Journey home 
to West Monkton at the foot of the Quantock Hills. 

I drove slowly toward the dog so as not to frighten it. 
But as I got closer, my brain became a little confused to 
say the least. I was trying to figure out why this dog moved 
differently, why its eyes shone green in the light, and why 
its tail was long and held out behind it in a different way. 

Being an ecologist by profession, I am very used to 
identifying British wildlife, but there was something about 
this creature that left my head quickly sifting through my 
brain files, bringing information forward and finally calcu- 
lating what the likelihood was of my conclusion, because 
what I concluded didn't exist in my native species files. 

At this point, I wasn't sure whether to sit back and 
watch this amazing creature or to drive toward it to obtain 
a close view. My decision was quickly made when it 
decided to turn away from me and began to make its way 
up the hill along the lane. My heart began to race, because 
now I could confirm that this dog was not a Labrador at 
all, but a large cat. And as far as I could tell, it was a non- 
native black puma. Excitedly, hke a child chasing pigeons 
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in a park or on town pavements, I pressed my foot hard 
on the accelerator and sped toward the cat. 

Spooked by my approach, it ran, and it ran fast. In 
chase, we reached speeds of almost 30 mph over quite a 
short distance. Then, it suddenly stopped at a junction. 

I quickly put my foot on the break and came to a halt, 
with *the cat" standing just a few feet in front of my car, 
staring into the bumper. At this point, I saw how my lights re- 
flected in its eyes and, curiously, could see that it was wearing 
what looked to be a studded collar. The studs were possibly 
metal or glass, which also reflected in the headlights. 

The cats gaze turned to a field gate on the corner of 
the junction to my righthand side, and I thought that it was 
going to make a dash toward the field and escape. I was 
wrong! The cat turned and sprinted across the road and 
headed up a footpath to the right of a house, disappearing 
into the darkness and escaping my harassing behavior. A 
relief for it, no doubt! 
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Here, the chase and my brief encounter came to an 
end. I sat and gathered myself and my thoughts and made 
a new brain file labeled *Large Wild Black Cat." 

s I drove the rest of the way home, I had to tell 
myself repeatedly that the sighting was real — the way that 
you try to find reason for an alterna- 
tive outcome to strange paranormal 
events. My memories were sealed with 
the knowledge that this was not my 
first encounter with large cat activity. 

I had previously found two deer 
carcasses lodged up in tree branches with deep triangular 
claw marks in the bark of the lower main trunk, as well as 
fresh sheep kills. Often, the sheep were parted between 
the ribcage and the insides eaten, with the exception of 
the bowel. These findings were discovered on my favorite 
walk through a combe on the Quantock Hills. 

I am not the only individual that I know to have 
experienced a sighting. In fact, two of my personal friends 
saw a large black cat Jump over a hedge, land in the road 
in front of their car, and jump the opposite hedge (to their 
right). It disappeared out of sight into a field. This sighting 

only a year previous to my sighting and approximately 
200 meters from the final location of my encounter. 

We all concluded that this cat had at some point been

a pet, indicated by the neck collar. Sightings like this are 
not unusual for Somerset or Devon, but those of us who 
have encountered a big cat are often sneered at — this 
typical mentality usually concludes m many sightings gomg 
unreported, such as mine. 

Also, it is not an unusual idea that 
large cats may be loose in the British 
countryside. It is speculated that when 
the Dangerous Wild Animals Act 1976 
was bought into force in the U.K., it 
meant that possession of dangerous ani- 
mals, such as large cats, could only be possible if granted 
a license issued by the Local Authority. Licenses had/have 
many strict conditions, including obtaining an insurance 
policy, secure enclosures, and veterinary checks to name 
but a few. 

It is thought that the restrictions and the likely cost 
for maintaining such an animal was too costly for those 
already in possession, so releases may have been made of 
some animals into the wild around that time. 

If breeding was possible for those released animals in 
subsequent years, there 1s no reason why a small, illusive 
number of individuals may be roaming our hills preying 
on the plentiful livestock scattered across the uplands of 
Britain, sustaining their existence here. Ф

MONSTER IN THE HALLWAY 


AN INVESTIGATION IN LODI, CALIFORNIA

n November 2021, the HPI team investigated a home 
in Lodi, California, where a family was experiencing 
various paranormal activity. The homeowner, Marilsa, 


relayed the activity, including her children seeing a “monster” 


in the hallway, one family member being held down in bed, 
and multiple people hearing a person eating in a closet when 
no one is there. Also, strangely, unknown whistling is heard 
throughout the house and a computer chair spins on its own. 

This isn’t our first investigation in Lodi. In fact, the 
city has had a long history of paranormal activity. Back in 
1896, reports say that Colonel H.G. Shaw and his com- 
panion, a young man named Camille Spooner, were leav- 
ing Lodi for the Fresno Citrus Fair when they came upon 
three extraterrestrial visitors near the Woodbridge canal. 

These beings were seven feet tall and very slender, 
with small hands (their fingers were without nails) and feet 
that were twice as long as normal and functioned similar 
to a monkey’s foot, according to the description that the 
Colonel relayed to the public. The Colonel also claimed 
that these aliens were trying to abduct him and his friend, 
but were unsuccessful. 

I have investigated UFO reported activity in Lodi and in 
Galt. I also investigated many alleged hauntings, and this in- 
vestigation added to our long list of investigations in the area. 


The Investigation 

Our team at the investigation included myself, our 
psychic medium Deanna, investigators Valerie Che- 
noweth and Greg Sellers, and equipment specialist and 
psychic Ryan Privee. 

To start an investigation, I usually do a sweep of the 
house with my recorder. I simply say something, like ..."Is 
there anyone here?” I pause, give the entity time to talk, 
and play the recording back. 

To start this investigation, as soon as I went into the 
bedroom, I captured an EVP of a man who asks, “What’s 
that?” The voice sounded mechanical, but it was very clear. 
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During the investigation, Deanna spotted a dark 
entity behind me in the kitchen, as well as an entity in the 
backyard shed. I also captured a growling noise. She also 
saw a little girl in the backyard, and I captured whispering 
of what could be a little girl. In addition, Ryan picked up on 
all kinds of voices on his spirit box. One of the voices said 
something about a disbelief in God. 

Marilsa said that there is an entity that whistles in her 
home, which she recorded on her smartphone. During 
the investigation, she played the recording for us. And, 
later, I captured some whistling while I was outside in the 
garage with Greg. 

Valerie did a video sweep of the house with Greg 
observing. Ryan captured entities on his Kinect device, 
including when an entity was touching my leg. During that 
time, my leg at one point felt *hot." 

For the short time that we were there, Ryan and I 
captured a lot of evidence, leading us to the conclusion 
that the home was definitely haunted. 

At the end of the investigation, Deanna did a meta- 
physical cleansing with sage on the outside of the house 
while I conducted a Roman Catholic house blessing with 
Marilsa. This truly was an incredible night in collecting 
evidence! €

Could shadow people be the incubus and succubus of 
medieval time? My experience with an incubus six years 
ago ш Utah leads me to believe they are entities with an 
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entirely different agenda than the shadow person. 'They, 


to me, are closer to their cousins, the vampires. But then 
this leads me to wonder, can vampires be related to the 
shadow people? 


Silent Menace 

Let's face it, everyone I have ever talked to about 
shadow people always talk about being stared at in silence. 
Is this not what vampires do before they pounce on their 
unfortunate victims? 


This is also a sneaky way shadow people get a rouse 
out of people, the voiceless intruder that hides in plain 
sight only to show themselves for those hair-raising brief 
seconds. Confusion seems to be the beginning of this fear 
monger's stratagem. The plot thickens as fear takes hold 
of a person's emotions, and then that sinking feeling that 
turns into panic.

Human Emotions 

I have been asked, what do the shadow people want 
and why are they here?

an overactive 1magination and you have people believing 
they not only saw him but interacted with him. 

How these entities begin their infamy says so much 
about the mindset of humanity. But how about the really 
old tales of scary beings, outside of manuscripts, narra- 
tives, and folklore? 


Folklore and Legend 

In Russian folklore, the kikimora is a mischievous 
spirit thought to be a demon that comes from unbaptized 
infant girls or offspring. Is this true? Or is it a tale created 
to keep people in line with religious beliefs? 

The domovoy 18 an entity that is very protective 
over children and animals within the household where 
it resides. It can be good ... or bad as well. They aren't 
shadow people, but just like in any tale told to scare the 
timid and unworldly, all it takes is the imagination to cre- 
ate the very creatures fabricated by the appellation of the 
storyteller. 

There are monsters from Assyrian traditions that talk 
about vampires who are demons that devour human flesh 
traveling through storms, just like Arabian ghouls who are 
considered undead monsters. These particular ghouls 
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belong to a diabolical group of jinn. And, in many ways, 
Middle Eastern cultures consider shadow people to be jinn. 

Are they demons, jinn, or opportunists riding on the 
wave of inexperienced communicants? 


Banishing and Portals 

Thanks to technology, there are multiple videos out 
now showcasing images of shadow people living in the dig- 
ital world. We are now able to see them with hats, boots, 
or cloaks, dusters and all. With the evidence before us, 
what is the next step in getting rid of these undesirables? 

Within my paranormal experience with anything 
unwelcome, firstly I figure out where it comes from. Is it 
human, is it a dimensional being, or did it gain access to 
this reality through portals, invitations, or attachments? 
These are important questions to ask, because you can’t 
banish something if you don’t know where it came from 
or why it’s here. 

Portals are tricky, because they can be forged through 
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an invitation. A summoning with scrying, mir- 
rors, water, or Ouya boards is only the begm- 
ning. I have found that if people walk into 
abandoned buildings investigating a haunting, 1t 
can be inundated with these entities. They can 
unknowingly bring one home with them. 

Sometimes an opportunity for these crea- 
tures turns into a debacle for researchers and 
inexperienced ghostbusters. 


Shadow People, Spirits, and Ghosts 

Гтп very curious as to how spirits or ghosts 
get along with these shadow people. In many 
cases, 1t seems they do hang together, so what's 
their relationship like or do they stay away from 
each other? Do the shadow people bully human 
ghosts or spirits? 

The afterlife is something that is so elusive 
and the rules mystifying, which brings me to my 
next question. Since the Egyptians prepared in 
life for the sacred passage to the duat (the un- 
derworld), did they worry about getting stuck in 
the afterlife? Can the shadow people be former 
humans stuck here? 

What if the shadow people were human at 
one time? If this is so, how do you banish a hu- 
man spirit that has changed itself into something 
dark? What's interesting ш the ancient Egyptian 
culture 18 that the eye was considered a powerful 
symbol to ward off evil. The Egyptians believed 
that the eye reflected the evil back to the evil-doer. 

I have been told that there are some shadow 
people that have glowing eyes seen only with 
night vision equipment. Are they hiding their evil deeds? 
And what if we can see their glowing eyes? Who's reflect- 
ing back to whom? My point is, if shadow people were 
once human, which I suspect they could be, does the fact 
they have stayed in the netherworld for such long periods 
of time change their soul signature? Do they become dark 
like their surroundings by default? 

In the end, it's all about the light. As I’ve stated 
before, light reaches the darkest of crevasses and brings to 
light the hidden and veiled secrets of the shadows. Maybe 
by making something masked in darkness relatable not by 
deed, but by a benevolent discernment can we begin to 
understand how to engage in a dialogue and a resolution. 

Yet, I must say, we can become haunted by default 
just like anything else, because as researchers we continu- 
ally peer into the paranormal for answers. The dichotomy 
here is that what answers us back can be the very thing we 
are trying to get rid of. Ф

UFO Incident of 1975

ocated within Ashland County, Wisconsin, is the 

small town of Mellen, population 730. Founded in 

1886 by the Wisconsin Central Railroad, it 15 sur- 
rounded by beautiful forest areas and the nearby 74-mile- 
long Bad River. It was the Ojibwe, also known as the Bad 
River Band, who migrated to the area during the 1700s 
that gave the water its name: "Mashkuzübn." 

Despite its natural beauty, and perhaps the Bad River 
being an omen, there 18 also something very unnatural 
about the place. Like the nearby mysterious Lake Supen- 
or, within its borders are whispers of strange and unusual 
legends of bizarre encounters with unknown creatures and 
sightings of the unexplained — both on the ground and in 


the sky. 


A Close Encounter 

It was 9 p.m. on March 13, 1975, and as usual the 
Baker family was settling in for the evening. Shirley Baker 
was in the kitchen sorting through some seed packets 
preparing for spring planting. After kicking off his shoes, 
Phil Baker made himself comfortable looking forward to 
an evening watching television. 

The three boys — Montgomery (16), John (12), and 
Jeff (11) — were upstairs listening to a basketball game on 
the radio. Jane (15) gathered their two cats, Scamp and 
Babe, and headed to the garage where the cats would 
spend the night. 

Soon there would be nothing usual about that night. 
On the way to the garage, Jane caught a glimpse of an 
unexpected bright light out of the corner of her eye. She 
looked up to see something strange about 400 feet to her 
left in the middle of the road. It was a silver disc-shaped 
object with a domed top that was giving off a yellow- 
white glow. 

She quickly put the cats into the garage and ran inside 
the house to get her father. 
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It was 9 p.m. on March 13, 1975, and as usual the Baker 
family was settling in for the evening. While everything 
seemed calm, like any other night for the family, their lives 
were about to be turned upside down. 


The Baker family weren't the only witnesses to the 
UFOs in the skies overhead that night. 


“Dad, come. There is something in the road!” Sens- 
ing that something was very wrong, Mr. Baker ran out to 
the porch. He stopped abruptly when he realized what 
she had been screaming about. He ran back into the 
house and put on his shoes. 

Back outside, he observed a glowing, circular-shaped 
object. And judging by the width of the road and height of 
the snow bank, he estimated it to 
be about 12 feet across and six 
feet high. Around the perimeter 
was a row of alternating red and 
blue-green lights. By now, the 
entire family was watching; Shirley “ 
from the doorway and 
the boys from the

Soon, the lights 
quit flashing, and 
Phil noticed a square

light emitted from within, along with a high-pitched whin- 
ing sound. Suddenly, a pounding sound began to emanate 
from inside. It was as though somebody was hammering 
on a piece of metal or repairing machinery. Curious, he 
began to slowly move closer to the craft. He thought per- 
haps a small plane had crashed and needed help. 

When he was only a few hundred feet from the craft, 
his wife ran out into the driveway and pleaded with him to 
stop and come back inside. Finally realizing the potential of 
danger he might encounter, he moved away from the craft 
and went back inside the house. He immediately phoned 
George Ree, Ashland County undersheriff, who lived a few 
miles away. While he was relating the strange details, there 
was a loud boom outside. Jane quickly looked out the front 
window and noticed the craft was now gone. 

Knowing that Mr. Baker was a very reliable person, 
Ree drove to the Baker home to investigate. When he 
arrived, he noted the house was located on a small hill be- 
side a dirt road that ended a half mile beyond the house.

Everything got so bright around him that he could see 
his shadow on the ground. Whatever it was came from 
the west and was going east. He saw a bright glow behind 
him a little above treetop level. Seconds later, 1t sounded 
as if a big gust of wind came rushing through the woods as 
the object passed overhead and disappeared. 

The following morning, Jane Baker went outside with 
her dog to see if she could find any traces of the mysteri- 
ous object. To her surprise, there was the same craft hov- 
ering over the evergreen trees over by the nearby swamp. 
As she moved closer, her dog began to yelp, whine, and 
paw at his ears as if he was bothered by a sound that Jane 
could not hear.

The Beauty of 
Pyritized Fossi

etaphysically, fossils are links to the past, and some 

people may use them as journey stones for astral hs. 

travel or to view past lives in meditation. And as an E ут! tized 
example of just how cool nature is, check out pyritized fos- 
sils. Pictured on this page 1s pyritized ammonite (with some 
bonus ammonites and mussels or clams tossed in). 

This is an actual ammonite fossil with the organic 
material replaced with pyrite, forming an internal cast of 
an ammonite. This occurs naturally with various miner- 
als in fossils, something called permineralization. Along 
with pyritization, other forms of permineralization include 
silicification and carbonate mineralization. 

In order for pyrite to replace the organic matter of the 
ammonite, it was buried rapidly in ocean sediment that 
didn’t contain much organic material but was high in iron 
sulfide and the seawater covering it was low in oxygen. This 
allowed pyrite to replace the material of the ammonite shell. 
If you check out the back of the fossil (pictured to the right), 
you'll see there are bonus pyritized fossils. So. Frickin. Cool.

Polished Goniatite Ammonite 

Also pictured at the right is a polished goniatite 
ammonite that is between 250 million and 400 million 
years old. Goniatite ammonites are some of the earliest 
species of ammonites from the Devonian Period. Notice 
this specimen has a smaller ammonite in the fossil in the 
matrix, which is pretty cool. 

For people who love fossils, ammonites are a great 
place to start your collection. There were hundreds of 
ammonite species spanning hundreds of millions of years, 
and they’ve been extinct for about 65 million years. 

They are plentiful, affordable, and many of the speci- 
mens are beautiful and in good condition. Some have vibrant 
and flashy exteriors that shine like opals, while others may be 
covered in pyrite (fools gold) or other materials. Other fossils 
you can commonly find that are relatively affordable include 
fossilized coral, petrified wood, trilobites, and orthoceras. ®
